WHY SUCH STRENUOUS OBJrXTIONS ? 



Ivoitor Journal, : — Please allow 
me space in your paper to say that 
I deeply deplore the fact that 
of our deaf writers have seen fit to 
inject " Sectionalism " into the 
discussion over the proposed 
" Southern Association of the 
Deaf. " In fact, the whole issue- 
is being widely diverted from the 
original intent and purpose of the 
originators of the movement. 

Upon looking through my files, 
I find that this movement was Inst 
started here, in Atlanta, by Mr. P. 
W. Ligon and myself during the 
summer of 1919, long before either 
the N. F. S. D. or the N. A. D. 
conventions had been held in At- 
lanta, or even plana made to bring 
the convention sout h . The origi Dal 
idea was to get the Southern deaf, 
who are widely scattered, together 
in order to form a more comprehen- 
sive and co-operative alliance with 
our two tfreat na tj ona ] bodies, at 
the same time drawing the deaf of 
the South into closer relation with 
each other, so that those problems, 
peculiarly our own, might be plan- 
ned and worked out to the ad- 
vantage of the deaf everywhere. 
This was the original idea of such 
an association, and our friends will 
do well to stick to it. 

"Sectionalism" as hurled by the 
Rev. Mr. Pulver is unwarranted 
and should never have been injected 
into the issue, especially by a man 
mission in life is, or should 
be, that of preaching peace, and not 
that of creating ill will, and I : 
that he did not omit that word from 
his article. He claims that by rea- 
son of his two years' residence in 
the South, be knows where he 
speaks. I question that assertion. 
I, myself, am a Southerner, born 
and raised there. But first I am 
an American, and one among the 
army of deaf who recognizi 
North, South, /vast or West, when 
it is for the good of the deaf. 

We are all, I take it, working to- 
gether for the same aim in life — the 
good of all— so why should any of 
us have ill feelings over a matin 
that has taken no definite form:' I 
am asking my fellow deaf of the 
South and elsewhere to give pause 
and consider only the real and origi- 
nal idea of the forming of a "South- 
ern Association of the Deaf," before 
allowig themselves to become plung- 
ed into an controversy totally for- 
eign to the real ol .f such an 
■ iation . 
I do not wish to engage in a news- 
paper controversy, save to din 
tention back to the Ori g i na l intent ol 
such an association. However, 
there are certain misr- Itioni 
of th<- matter that should notgo un- 
challenged. Whatever opinions I 
may have are free from bias or pre 
judice. I do not hesitate t< 
that it was mostly through my long, 
grinding years of ceaseless service 
in behalf of the deaf that brought 
the N. A. D. to its present scope of 
activity in this section. I can well 
remember the time when the deaf , 

at least in Georgia, bad little or no 

knowledge of either of our two 
national organisations. Whatev.-r 
progress has been niad<-, I attribute 
in HO small measure to these efforts. 
Why-' Because of my desite, during 
my more than thirty years of work 
for my fellow deaf of the South, to 
have them receive every advantage 
possible that would make life 

broader and fuller for t h- 

n the N. F. S. D., the great- 
est organization for the deal in the 
world, has bad my wholehearted 

operation for years. I have stood 
behind the boys of the N. F. S. D., 

and encouraged and sided them in 

every way I could, simply 

the welfare of all the deaf is my 

life's work. 

I am, as I slated, one of the two 

orginators of the Southern 

tion of the Deaf movement, and 
still believe it to be a good thing 
for the Southern deaf for n

THE JAPA 



You must judge whether or not a 
nation is civilized, not by your likes 
and dislikes, not by your fears nor 
your politics, but by certain defi- 
nite standards, writes Dr. Frank 
Crane. I find the cleanest list of 
these standards indicated in the 
Billings lectures delivered by Dr. 
Jaber. T. Sunderland. I will 
follow his order. 

The first mark of civilization is 
public order. Nocivilizati< 
sible without a general obedience to 
law on the part of the people. All 
authorities agree that there is no 
nation in the world where public or- 
der is better maintained than in 
Japan. 

The next test is the spread of 
general intelligence and education. 
Kvery child in Japan Irom 6 to 14 
years old is in school. Dr. Eliot, of 
Harvard, said that Japan spends a far 
birger proportion of its money for 
education than the United States 
does, and has reached a higher 
standard. 

Japan is full of newspapers and 
periodicals.
